ONT as well as the Reichsrmrshal opposed these steps and did everything within 
their power to prevent such a Cecision as had been intended by Hitler being 
realized and put into effocte Specifically, he points out that in one of these 
a marginal note to the effect that from the Supreme 
Commander of the Air Foree there was no reply, and he concludes fron that that 


the Reichsmarshal personally fought against any conchusive treatment of this 


Then there is a furthor incident dealt with in Question 8: "pid the 
Fuchrer, on the occasion of tho situation discussion, in tho presence of all 
participants, in an excited mamer and tone, accuse the Luftwaffe that the 
Gorman Air Force had made a Coward's agreement with the Allied Air Forces?" 
This applies to Question Se 

"Answer; Perhaps in tho first half of Mard of 1945, Bormann sent the 
Fuehrer a note taken from the Allied Press =- it had been a reporter's article 
and the sense of this note was that the crew of an American fighting plane, 
Which just a little bit prior had been shot dam over Germany, had been picked 
up by American troops. Tts crow had testified thatindignified persons of the 
population had threatened then with death and in all probability they would 
have beon lynched if it hadn't been German Soldiers who had liberated them and

Now we cone to Question 10; "Tho Fuehrer repeatedly ordered the former 
Reichsmarshal to determine the nane of that officer of the fuftwaffe who, 
in Hay of 19h) protected from tho population an Allied flyer who had been 
shot down, but despite repeated inquiries on the part of the Fuchror the 
Reichsmarshal Gave no instructions to determine the name of this officer or 
to make the nano known to tho Fuchrer," 

He says he cannot tell from his own experience; he had a report only 
that an officer of the Luftwaffe and an Ortsgruppenleiter had tried to use 
their influence on befalf of this Amorican Crew; that the Ortsgruppenleiter, 
who was known, was shot on Hitlerts order; that Hitler then demanded to have 
the name of tho Buftwaffe officer given to him; that he had not been told the 
name, and he s aid f urther that if tho Reichsmarshal had actually wanted to 
determine tho nane of this Luftwaffe officer, he could have done so easily, 

"Question ll: Did the Luftwaffe, at the end of the war, receive orders 
to destroy Dachau with bombs at the approach of the enemy, and in particular, 
was an order to that effec given y the quleiter in Munchen under the cue 
word Molke"?

"Question 12; What do you know about the attitude ana the position of 
the Reichsmarshal and his Luftwaffe in dealing with hostile flycrs who had 
been shot downer 

"Answofí: The attitude of the Reichsmarshal always remained correct and 
chivalrous, quite in line with the Air Force tradition which he g ained in the 


First World Wear and 
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Of courso, in timo of indignation about great difficulties in their defense 
and pressed by the Fuchrery perhaps on occasion he used harsh words, These 
WOrds, however, soon were forgotten and I do not know of a single case that 
such spontaneous utterances made by the Reichsmarshal ever translated them- 
Selves into incorrect or harsh measures or oders, dealing with the members 
of foreign air crews and the attitude and position maintained by the entire 
Luftwaffe was always correct and humane, To fight ina chivalrous manner, 
that was a manner of honor with the German flyers =-- only a few examples

THE PRESIDENT : This is all you are reading now arentt yous and this is 
all comment, not a statement of fact. It is coment and argumente 

DR, STAHMER $ Now, Mre President, he is coming to an example in which he 
reports about those things, 

THE PRESIDENT s Tell, lot us come to it, 

DR, STAHMER s Very well. The use of the sea emergency service moant the 
entire English Channel, the Pay of Heligoland and Bresty and the Ray of Biscay, 
and the sea rescue service applied in the sane manner to the Germans as well 
as to the enemy, The rescue service crews in their aircraft and the rescue 
Service couriers in a most tireless manner and in a manner of willingness to 
Sacrifice, tried to assist friend and foe in distress, 

THE PRESIDENT : Dr, Stahner, these weren't particular instances, These 
weren't particular facts; they are just general statements which are really 
comments and argument about the chivalry of the German Air Forces That is all, 

DR. STAEMER s Mr, President, he is trying to prove in that Waye 

TEE PREDISENT s He doesntt prove it by making a general statement. 

DRe STAH ER Noy of course not, He is going over to the point of how 
many were rescued, how many of those were enemies and how many were their own 
peoplee I believe this fact, Mr, President, has Significance for the judgment 
of individual people and of the Luftwaffe, 

THE PRESIDENT : As I said just now, if you will set down to the facts, 
if you have the numbers, well, no doubt that will be a matter of fact,

reserved the right to make decisions in all the more important matters; that 
he concerned himself with all ma tters very carefully; that as to the soldiers 
who were under his command, he was interested in their mainteining morale and 
discipline afd that, Specifically, he was careful to see that the soldiers 
subordinate to him were punished most s severly if they acted illegally against 
the civilian population and especially against the civilian population in the 


Occupied Countries, Then he further sets forth thet the Reichsuarshal Goering,

particularly on those occasions cenanded severe punishment when acts of violence 
against women were involved and that in the many decrees he reserved the 
admiration and respect shown to women os the first duty of a soldiers that in 
Severe cases of rapes he always demanded death as the penalty no matter what

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Dre Best, on tho instructions of Ribbentrop, dcalt with the Jewish 
question.

Apart from that, in cross examinaticn my client was confronted 
with a seriesof documents, cn which occasion he cculd answer but Briefly 
since they were extensive documents which, in the majority, he hac not seen 
in advance, I should like to ask the High Tribunal to permit me a few 
explanations on behalf of my client, and I should like to submit this docu- 
mont on behalf of my client under Exhibit No. 321

this complete document TC-T75.

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home countries, and also that prisoners of war wore discharged as well as tho 
fact that DKD!s from concentration camps were allowed to return; that Kalten- 
brunner had also given permission for the Jewish camp at Theresienstadt to be 
visited, and that other camps could be supplied with medical Supplies, food, 
and so on and so forth, 

All that is contained in detail in these throe documents,

I should like to craw the attention of the Tribunal particu- 


larly to this document. It is a largo document, and I shall not 
read from it. Howover, I belicve I ean say that this man parti- 
cularly knew the personality of the defendant and his cntire work, 
as an expert, in the course of many years. This witness has, for 
years, been an important porson in the Foreign Intelligence Service. 
Ho knows Kaltenbrunner's attitude regarding oxocutivo questions, 
ana ho confirms tho fact that Keltonbrunnor had made an agroonmont 
with Himmler at tho time that ho, Hinmnlor, would rotmin tho execu- 
tive powors whoroas Kaltenbrunner would work mostly in the scctor 
of tho ontiro Intelligence Service, 

Finally, Mr. Prosidont, there aro two docuncnts rogarding 
which thers has not yot been a discussion. Therefore, first of 
all, the Tribunal would have to make a decision regarding the 
relevancy of tho documents, and also whothor T shall bo ontitlod 
to submit tho documents at ell. Thoy aro two short lottors which 
I have rocoivod. 

One is a lottor from tho Mayor of tho town of Dachau, datod 
tho 4th of April, 1946, The Tribunal may possibly remember that 
during tho taking of cvidence by tho prosccution thoro was repeate 
mention of the fact that the population of the vicinity had haa 
knowledge of tho doficioncios. This man, who is now employed by 
the American Suthoritios, confirms his own exporioneo,. In my

ble to replace most of the Specialist workers," 

I pass to point "y", The General Plenipotentiary for Economy, Reich 
Minister of Economy Funk, stated his Opinion of the consequences of the 
schedule of manpower, from the point of view of the carrying on of industry, 

"a. In accordance with the verbal agreements made with the OKW, the 
regulations regarding indispensable personnel have been laid down, and the 
certificate of indispensability issued,"

the speaker that when withdrawing workers for the Naval Dockyards, more 
consideration should be shown for the important sections of industry, parti-

"The task is primarily a problem of organization, As can be seen 
from the surveys showing how the authorities, economic and social services 
are organized, which were submitted to those attending the conference, there 
are approximately 50 different kinds of officials in the District Administr: 
tion, each quite independent of the other -- an impossible state of affairs 
Formerly there were in the State two main divisions, the state Civil Servic 
and the Wehrmacht. After the seizure of power, the Party and the permanent 


organizations were added to these, with all their machinery from top to 


bottom, In this way the number of public posts and officials was increased 


many times over, This makes public service more difficult, 

"Since the war, tasks have &ncreased enormouslys" The context makes 
it clear that that is the preceding war, "The organizing of total war 
naturally requires much more labour, even in the public administration, tha: 
in 1914. But it is an impossibility that this system should have increa- 
Sed its numbers twenty to forty fold, in the lowest grade alone, For this 
reason, the Reich Ministry of the Interior is striving for coordination 
of administration,
